*  shall  be  fabricated  by  an  actual  manu¬ 
facturer  specializing  and  regularly  engaging  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  highest  grade  ornamental  metal  installations,  such  as 
The  Newman  Manufacturing  Company  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio, 
(b)  All  work  shall  be  manufactured  and  erected  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  the  Architect,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
his  final  inspection  and  approval. 

DRAWINGS  —Complete  shop  drawings 

all  work  must  be  submitted  to  the  Architect  for  his  approval 
in  writing,  and  must  clearly  show  the  thickness  of  metal, 
contours  of  mouldings  and  details  of  ornamentations,  and 
methods  of  joining  and  erecting.

(b)  All  ornamental  portions  of  the  work  too  complicated  in 
design  or  construction  to  be  extruded  or  drawn,  shall  be  cast 
in  metal  of  exactly  the  same  color  as  the  extruded  metal 
(except  such  parts  as  are  to  be  electro-plated  or  so  treated 
otherwise  that  the  color  of  the  natural  metal  is  unimportant). 
Where  ornaments  form  part  of  a  member,  the  remainder  of 
which  is  plain,  the  main  portion  may  be  of  extruded  or  cast 
sections,  with  the  ornamental  parts  cast  and  applied  invisibly 
from  the  rear  with  bronze  machine  screws. 

(c)  Extruded  bronze  work  used  In  combination  with  cast  or 
hollow  bronze  work  must  exactly  match  in  color.

(d)  Castings  must  be  free  from  pits  and  all  other  imperfec¬ 
tions  whatsoever. 

(e)  All  cast  work  must  be  delicately  hand-chased  wherever 
necessary  to  exactly  conform  with  the  approved  models.  All 
lines  shall  be  sharp,  profiles  accurate,  and  ornamentations 
true  to  pattern,  artistically  reproducing  the  models  in  every 
detail.

recess  shall  be  constructed  of  extruded  or  drawn  metal  not 
less  than  I/b  inch  in  thickness,  with  cast  ornamentations 
applied  as  required. 


(b)  The  frieze  plate  of  the  awning  bar  recess  is  to  be 
equipped  with  a  continuous  bronze  socket-type  hinge,  and 
this  hinged  plate  is  to  close  and  open  automatically  with  the 
lowering  and  raising  of  the  spindle  or  outrigger  arms.  When 
in  a  closed  position  the  frieze  plate  must  be  perfectly  tight 
and  exactly  vertical.  When  in  an  open  or  extended  position 
the  frieze  plate  must  so  operate  that  it  does  not  touch  the 
awning,  but  must  allow  a  clearance  of  approximately  l/j  Inch 
between  awning  and  frieze  plate,  to  eliminate  wear  and  tear 
on  the  awning. 

(c)  The  awning  bar  recess  or  enclosure  is  to  be  complete, 
including  the  self-locking  gear  boxes,  and  the  idler  ends  at 
the  opposite  sides,  also  awning  roll  and  front  bar,  and  the 
spindle  arms  (or  outrigger  arms,  depending  on  the  height  of 
the  awning  bar  from  the  sidewalk),  and  the  copper  drip  pan 
in  the  interior  of  the  enclosure  with  sufficient  weep  holes, 
and  also  the  crank  case,  crank  handle  and  necessary  universal 
connections  for  the  operation  of  the  awning  bar.
